Plan  Is  Approved 
For  New  Arrhory 
On  the  Campus 

Approval  to  negotiate  for  the 
sale  of  three  acres  of  land  on  the 
north  side  ,of  tlie  Northwest  State 
College  campus  for  the  site  of  a 
proposed.  $184,000  Army  Reserve 
Armory  was  given.  Friday  by  the 
college  board  of  regents. 

The  meeting  Friday  had  been 
scheduled  for  Tuesday,  Sept.  18,  but 
because  of  the  death  of  Dr.  Uel  W. 
Lomkin,  president-emeritus  of  the 
College,  it  had  been  postponed. 

Late  last  year  a  move  was 
started  by  the  Army  Reserve  unit 
here,  tlie  Co.  B.,  327th  Engineers 
Battalion,  Combat,  and  the  979th 
Engineers  reserve  unit  to  get  its 
own  building. 

In  mid-April  a  military  program 
foi  a  200-man  unit  here  at  a  cost 
of  $184,000  was  approved  In  Wash¬ 
ington. 

Is  North  of  Campus 

The  site  is  located  north  of  the 
College,  adjacent  the  north  side  of 
the  Wabash  right-of-way,  opposite 
the  end  of  Prather  Avenue,  and  is 
on  the  west  side  of  College  drive 
going  north  from  the  campus. 

Two  men  from  the  Corps  of 
Army  Engineers,  which  handle 
construction  details,  also  attended 
the  board  of  regents  meeting.  An 
appraisal  of  the  land  for  the  sale 
will  be  made. 

It  is  understood  that  certain  stip¬ 
ulations  about  the  building  revert¬ 
ing  to  the  college,  should  the  Ar¬ 
mory  Reserve  unit  be  abandoned, 
were  included  in  the  action  of  the 
Board  of  Regents. 

Col.  Knott  said  that  the  full  size 
Armory  might  not  be  built,  be¬ 
cause  of  revisions  in  the  reserve 
program,  but  he  said  the  size  of  the 
building  would  not  be  too  far  from 
that  originally  planned.

To  the  Freshman: 

You  hove  been  in  college  about  four  weeks.  You  have  had 
time  to  learn  the  differences  between  your  high  school  days  and 
what  will  be  expected  of  you  in  college.  One  of  the  main  pur¬ 
poses  of  college  is  to  challenge  your  abilities;  this  statement  is 
made  with  the  assumption  that  you  are  in  college  to  improve 
yourself.  One  of  these  tests  of  such  improvement  will  be  the 
success  or  failure  of  your  work  in  class;  another  will  be  on  the 
social  level,  centered  around  your  ability  to  drbw  and  radiate 
friendship. 

Your  problems  in  class  are  with  you  and  your  professors; 
ydur  problems  in  social  contacts  are  the  problems  and  the  re¬ 
sponsibilities  of  the  whole  College.  You  are  freshmen;  you  are 
also  Bearcats.  Actions  which  are  undertaken  by  the  upper  class¬ 
men  are  supposed  to  be  for  your  benefit.  In  its  own  function 
the  Kangaroo  Court  is  merely  another  form  of  "ice  breaker" 
activity;  the  strain  and  worries  of  the  classroom  ore  forgotten 
for  a  short  time  in  a  period  of  "goofing  off"  between  freshmen 
and  upperclassmen.  In  a  few  short  weeks  or  even  days,  these 
moments  which  you  will  never  experience  again  will  be  wistful 
memories  of  the  past. 

Boost  Your  Loan  Fund 

More  thon  $92,000  has  been  lent  during  the  past  seven 
years!  Yes,  that's  right.  During  the  past  seven  yeors  more 
than  $92,000  has  been  lent  to  more  than  1200  students  in  the 
form  of  student  loans,  free  of  interest  in  any  type.  In  many 
instances  it  has  been  the  loan  which  has  been  entirely  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  education  of  a  student;  in  other  cases  only  partly. 

It  certainly  is  remarkable  that  so  many  students  have  been 
aided;  it  is  remarkable,  too,  that  nearly  all  of  the  loans  have 
been  paid  promptly.  Terms  of  the  loans  are  established  by  the 
students  who  borrow.  They  may  return  the  money  at  any  time 
and  in  any  amounts  they  specify.  It  is  quite  easy  to  obtain  a 
loan  from  this  fund.  ' 

It  also  seems  some  students  forget  to  pay.  They  may 
honestly  not  remember  that  a  payment  is  due,  or  they  may 
find  themselves  short  of  cash  and  avoid  making  their  payment. 
In  either  case,  however,  they  should  contact  Dr.  Sterling  Surrey, 
chairman  of  the  Loan  Fund  committee,  for  extensions  on  loans 
can  be  obtained  as  easily  as  the  loans  themselves. 

There  are  hundreds  of  these  programs  underway  in  colleges 
and  universities  throughout  the  country;  however,  these  pro¬ 
grams  are  not  usually  maintained  through  such  liberal  measures 
in  other  colleges. 

To  those  who  may  be  behind  in  their  payments:  Keep  your 
credit  standing  good  by  making  a  payment  or  by  obtaining  an 
extension  now.  Do  not  prevent  a  fellow  student  from  enjoying 
the  same  benefits  you  have  received  by  remaining  a  delinquent 
borrower. 

Your  Help  Is  Requested 

One  of  the  most  noteworthy  benevolences  which  has  sprung 
up  on  this  campus  in  the  past  year  is  the  blood  donors'  list.
